FOR COTTON SEED OIL 


Spain Soon to Revise Denatu- 
ralization Clause in Her 


Memphis, August 13—Julien§ L. 
Brode, commercial agent for the de- 
partment of commerce and labor, who 
has just returned from an extensive 
trip abroad, is working earnestly for 
the revision of the “denaturalization” 
clause in the Spanish tariff, concerning 
importations into that country of cot- 
ton seed oil. 

Mr. Brode believes that the abroga- 
tion of that clause will open an im- 
mense field of consumption for Amer!- 
can cotton seed oil” It will enabie 
Spain, he says, to participate in the 
growing foreign demand for mixed 
oils, which, owing to the denaturaliza- 
{ion restriction, bars Spanish exporters 
from enjoying a share of the busi- 
ness in oi] shipping to America. 

“The olive oil interests of Spain were 
largely responsible for the enactment 
of the denaturalization clause,” said 
Mr. Brode in an interview today, “but 
now the same persons who were 80 
anxious to incorporate that clause in 
the tariff are the very ones most anx- 
fous to have it annulled. 

“Spain is beginning to realize that 
the consumption of olive oil is a lux- 
ury, and that the tariff provision is 
working a hardship on the masses “y 
keeping out a cheaper and suitable 
substitute. : 

“I believe that the Spanish dealers 
in olive oil are convinced that by per- 
mitting cotton seed oil to enter their 
country without having to be dena- 
tured they can increase their possibili- 
ties in exportation.”

Decision of Lower Court for 


Receivers of Waycross 
Bank Reversed. 


“As between a stockholder and the 
corporation, unless special circum- 
stances alter the case, the genera) rule 
that oontracts obtained by fraud may 
be avoided by the, defrauded party, aD- 
plies to a stock subscription induced 
by fraud of the company through its 
authorized agents.” 

Such was the decision handed down 
yesterday by the supreme court jn the 
case of Morgan V. Cress and others 
against the receivers of the Bank of 
Waycross, which became insolvent in 
1907. 

Gress and the other petitioners al- 
leged that they had purchased stock 
in the bank upon the representation of 
its president, George R. Youmans, that 
it was in good financial condition, and 
that at the time of the purchase the 
officer knew the bank was insolvent. 
They intervened in the case, requestel | 
the court to compel the receivers to 
return to them the security which they 
had given in exchange for the stock. 
The receivers filed a demurrer, which 
was sustained by Judge Seabrook, of 
the Atlantic oirouit. 

The intervenors appealed to the su- 
preme court, and the court in its de- 
cision Saturday reversed the lower 
court and held that the petitions 
should not have been dismissed on 
the demurrer.

The railroads might have to rearrange 
the routing of some of their cars, but 
I can conceive of no general benefits 
they would be deprived of or ocom- 
promise in any way their dividend re- 
sults. 

“On the other hand, some _ incoon- 
venience might occur to the people as 
to convenient delivery at destination 
or taking car. This block between 
Whiteha Peachtree and Broad is @ 
very short one, and I can’t see that 
one could object seriously to the walk 
from one to the other, as the exi- 
gsencies of the case might demand. Th@ 
greatest apparent relief would be ex- 
ercised at five points. There are other 
rules incident with this plan where it 
is being tried out. One of which being 
that the time for standing on their 
streets by vehicles of every character 
igs limited to a reasonable period for 
the discharge or receiving of persons 
or Objects to or from the s!f@ewalk.”

The Wealthy Tateéa. ‘ 

Have; you ever’ heard of the Tatas? 
Their family is to Hindustan what the 
Mitsuis aré to+tJapan, the Rothschilds 
to Europe .or the Vanderbilts and As- 
tors to the United States. It is a fam- 
ily of mriiMonaires, which makes: its 
money . breed’ like AustralHian rabbits, 
and whose every touth. turns all things 
to gold.

He estabjished milis not only at Bom 


bay, but in.different parts of the in- | 


terior and handled them so wel! tha: 
the stockholders got on the average 
20 per cent a year as wel! as stock 
dividends worth millions. In one mili 
he paid back in profits more than thir- 
teen times the original capital, and he 
founded other enterpfises equally 
good. This man -became a multi- 
millionaire, and when he died he had 
interests in all parts of India, as well 
@s in Engjand and in China, Japan 
and other countries of the far east. 

J. N. “Tata introduced al) eorts: of 
modern inventions ’into the cotton in- 
dustry. He believed in throwing old 
machinery on the scrap heap, and he 
had everyth'ing up-to-date. It was 
to benefit Indian travelers: that he 
founded tha Taj Mahal hotel, at a 
cost cf one or two millions, and he 
had his own steamers to fight the 
great liners which were charging 
high freight rates. He was a charita- 
ble millionaire. He gava away great 
gums to the church and he established 
the Tata Research institute at Banga- 
lore, for the education of Parsee 
young men. 

One of the big schenves of this man 
was to utilize the rivers of the hills 
back of Bombay to generate electricity 
for the cotton mills. This is now be- 
ing done by the buijding of great 
@ams across the necks of threm val- 
leys, thus making reservoirs with a 
surface area of 5,000 acres and a stor- 
age capacity of § 000,000,000 cubic feet. 
The power will be conducted to Bom- 
bay, a distance of 43 miles, by over-

India’s Big Steel 

More tmportant than all the above 
are the plans of the elder Tata for a 
steel] and iron industry for Hindustan, 
I first heard of them through the vice- 
rdy’s minister of commerce and indus- 
try at Calcutta, and I have learned 
more from PD. J. Tata, the son of J. N. 
Tata. here at Bombay. I met Mr. Tata 
in his office and we talked for an 
hour about these steel works. They 
have been started with a capital of 
$8,000,000, and are already well under 
way. They are situated about 150 
miles from Calcutta and not far from 
great beds of iron and coal.

Coal and Iron Deposits 

During my talk with Mr. Tata I 
asked him to tell me about the min- 
eral resources of India. Safd he: 

“We had to study them before plan- 
ning the steel works. My father, you 
know, originated the idea. He took 
it up twenty-five years ago with the 
hope of making this a great manu- 
facturing nation. He had made som> 
study of Bngland and believed that its 
greatness came from its iron and coal. 
He wahted to see whether India had 
Similar} possibilities. and hired pros 
pectors;} to go over the peninsula. He 
finally |found certain deposits which 
he thought might be used for pig meal. 
The coal, however, was of a low grad. 
and it (needed special processes to fit 
it for coking. He offered prizes for 
the invention of such processes and 
when they were discowered he pro- 
posed to the government that it should 
grant him concessions for starting ths 
industry, but he could get no satisfac- 
tion. He was then forced to drop th? 
matter. Twenty years later he 
again ttook it up with Lord George 
Hamilton, the secretary of state for 
India, and interested him. Lord Ham- 
ilton told him that the government 
would ibe glad to aid him in such an 
undertaking, and as a result he again 
began |his investigations, spending a 
hundred thousand dollars or so upon 
them ih the last years of his life. We 
have continted his investigations.”’ 

“What did you find?’ I asked. 

“Much that no one imagined ex- 
isted,”’|was the reply. “The geological 
survey) had mentioned several iron 
deposits.

“Your works should succeed the bet- 
ter on account of the Swadeshi move- 
ment,” said I. 

“They will be favored by the East 
Indians on that account,” was the re- 
ply. “Our people will patronize home 
industry and Swadeshi goods, or goods 
made by such industries, ‘will undoubt- 
edly be purchased in preference to im- 
ports from abroad of the same qual- 
ity and of the same price. When our 
works begin operation India will be 
taking :about 400,000 tons of foundry 
iron, 200,000 tons of steel raiJS and 
190,000 tons of bars and plates. It will 
have to increase its imports of locomo- 
tives, bridges and steel building ma- 
terials. If we get only a small per- 
centage of this trade we shall have 
more than we can do.” 

“Will India ever export steel 
China and Japan?” 

“I doubt it,” was he reply. “China 
has already started a big steel works 
of its own at Han-Yang. It has far 
greater mineral deposits than we have, 
and it might supply Japan, although 
that country has already established 
an extensive steel industry. Our home 
market will take all] that we or any 
native institution. can make for gener- 
ations to come.’ 

India’s Horded Wealth. 

“But has India the money to estab- 
lish such institutions?” 

“There is no doubt of that fact,” re- 
plied the Parsee capitalist. “There are 
millions in India awaiting investment 
if the people can be sure that

ger of ioss. I don’t know 
have heard of India’s buried wealth. 
It is enormous. I hare seen estimates 
that gold to the amount of $3,000,000,- 
000 is buried under the ground. There 
are millions which are hoarded in the 
shape of jewelry, and a great amount 
is hidden away in smail sums. We 
want to get this money into circula- 
tion and hope to do so some day. At 
the same time we have many rich 
men; and there is no reason why we 
should go outside for capital.”

Wages ef Cotton Workers. 

“Tell me something about 
labor element, Mr. Tata? Can 
Hindoos handle machinery?” 

“Yes: They are excellent factory 
hands. Our boys are espécially good. 
We have many little children of ten 
or twelve in the mills whose supple 
fingers can do quite as well as those 
of the full-grown women, employed 
at Manchester. In@eed, I think they 
de better.” 

“What are the wages paid in the 
mills?’ 

“The average is. fifteen rupees a 
month. That means about $5, or 
over fifteen cents a day. That is good 
wages for India. A native can live 
on less than §3 a month, and all he 
makes over that is clear profit. Our 
chief trouble is that the hands will 
stop work if they get money ahead. 
They will labor for two or three 
months, and then lay off and 
what they have saved. If a man has 
a hundred rupees ($33) ahead, he will, 
like as not, leave the mills and go 
back to his native village and spend 
@ year or more in riotous living. When 
ne has spent all he has, and all he 
can borrow, he will come back half 
starving and ask for a place. We do 
what we can to keep our hands, and 
to educate them for their work. We 
have a pension fund, and also a sav- 
ings fund, to which the men can con- 
tribute a certain percentage of their 
incomes, the company paying them 
dividends upon their savings.” 

The World’s Second Cotton Port. 

Coming back from my interview with 
Mr. Tata to the Taj Mahal Hotel, I 
passed long lines of bullock carts car- 
rying cotton through the city.

These millions of dollars are being spent 
primarily for the safety, comfort and con- 
venience .of travelers. The new Grand 
Central will be the eastern terminus of the 
dozen noted lines that, stretching north 
and east and west for more than thirteen 
thousand miles, form the New York Cen- 
tral System. 

For more than five of 
men has been at work night and day with 
batteries of rock drills and squadrons of 
steam shovels widening and deepening the 
acres of yards the old terminal. The 
greater part of this work is new done. 
Nearly three-fourths of the wonderful two-

The old 
Grand Central Station that has been fa- 
miliar to nearly two generations of travel- 
ers.is being demolished and by autumn the 
main building of the magnificent terminal 
that is to occupy its site will begin ‘to 
shoot upward. 

Altogether this vast gateway 
in the heart of the metropolis will 
a space of about twenty city blocks. 
feature of it alone——the 
passengers—will have a total area_of more 
than six and a half acres.

buildings unequaled in beauty by 
in the world. Some of these 
will be used for station purposes; 
will be devoted to commerce and 
to the arts. The new terminal will be 
different from any railroad station in exis- 
tence. All- its: complicated machinery—the 
signals, the tracks and the hundreds of 
electric trains—will be below the street 
level and less in evidence than the heating 
and lighting plant of a great hotel. 

So carefully bas this new Grand Central 
Terminal been planned that, despite its 
vastness, no incoming or outgoing traveler, 
no mattef how inexperienced, is likely tu 
become confused or to have the least cause 
for trepidation. There will be no great, 
high-roofed train-shed, filled with smoke 
and hissing steam and distracting nolseq, 
There will be no jostling uncertain crowd? 
moving in opposite directions. The incom- 
ing and outgoing travelers will pass to and 
fro without meeting or mingling. 

The principal part of every big railroad 
termina! ta/tut which is devoted to the 
use of passengers who are just starting on 
their journeys. There will be two great 
waiting-rooms in the new terminal, one 
for the suburban passengers and the other 
for those going through to. more distant 
points. Each will be on the level of the 
tracks that it serves and will be quite 
distinct from the other. These walting- 
rooms are entirely. apart from the hurrying 
crowds. They are ‘literally places of rest 
e—weitizg-rooms and nothing else. Pas- 
~ mers need not go through them to get 
so their trains. Those who are waiting 
for the suburban trains and those whose 
tarrying is for the through expresses or 
filers need never see each other _or mix in 
going and coming. The entrances and 
exits and everything else are distinct and 
separate. This is one of the many unique 
features of this great terminal. 

The passenger who is in a hurry and 
arrives at the station when his train is 
made up and waiting for him will go direct 
to one or the other of the two great con- 
courses. Like the waiting-rooms one of 
these is exclusively for suburban travelers 
and 
will carry them many miles farther afiel-. 
Each of these concourses will have its own 
ticket offices, information bureaus, baggage 
checking-places, parcel rooms and all the 
facilities for travel. The outboufid con- 
course will hold fifteen thousand people at 
a time without crowding and within the 
boundaries of the inbound concourse eight 
thousand people may move about comfort- 
ably. As the waiting-rooms will hold about 
e five thousand more, nearly thirty thousand 

people in all can gather in this enormous 

station at any one time without crowding 
in the least. 

The essence of the idea that has run 
through all the designing of this mag- 
nificent terminal and has been the subject 
of years of study on the part of the most 
expert men in America who are concerned 
in it is this: To build a station so that 
anybody—one who has never been in New 
York, for example, can step from his train 
and proceed to his destination in the city 
with Ahe least possible confusion and the 
utt ‘tranquility and peace of mind. 
This hitherto unrealized ideal has been 
practically achieved at last.

Although this most modern of railroad 


'stations will have all its trains below the 


street level, when the passenger arrives 
he will not feel as though he were stepping 
from his car into a cellar. From a long, 
highly polished, mahogany-trimmed sleeper 
that has. been his home for a day or a 
night.or longer, he will emerge upon the 
train platform. But in this new Grand 
Central Terminal there will be nothing .un- 
pleasant about the transition from the 
elegance of his temporary abiding place. 
It will be like passing from one handsome 
apartment into the corridor of another 
that is larger and more beautiful. The 
station platform will be on the same level 
as the floor of the car, which will obviate 
torn dress skirts and lacerated feelings 
which are one-of the daily. féatures of a 
journey’s ending nowadays. It will be 
softly lighted; its ceiling will be low and 
its walls will be colored in restful tones. 
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by a group of magnificent and monumental | 
city | 


the other for those whose journeys | 
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arranged for buildings of greater height. 
The station building proper-will be set back 
from Forty-second Street and Vanderbilt 
Avenue so as to provide a wide plaza in 
front of the portion of the building where 
passengers will enter and depart. Pro- 
vision will be made so that this structure 
may be carried up twenty stories above 
the station. This would make its roof about 
a hundred feet higher than that of the 
Hotel Belmont just across the way. 

The crosstown streets from Forty-fifth 
to Fifty-sixth inclusive, which now come 
to dead ends at the railroad yard, will be 
continuous thoroughfares. Park Avenue 
will be extended north from its present high 
level at Fortieth Street. It will bridge 
Forty-second Street and in a broad plaza 
swing around the great new station struc- 
ture.\ Thence, as a new street, it will 
stretch northward until it joins its present 
endat Fifty-seventh Street. These changes 
will revolutionize the character of this part 
of the city and will draw much of the 
wheeled trafic from Fifth’ Avenue—— 
especially the thousands of motor cars that 
are the daily show of that great thorough- 
fare morning and afternoon. 

The most wonderful thing about the 
building of this great terminal is that it 
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in the approval of the plans. To these 
men report a. vice-president of each of the 
railroads. These two vice-presidents are 
directly responsible for the design and con- 
duct ‘of the work. They are assisted“ by 
a joint committee, presided over by the 
terminal manager, consisting of three rep- 
resehtatives of each of the railroads who 
make recommendations and to whom all 
general plans are submitted by the engineers 
and arehitects. The two firms of architects . 
associated together are presided over by 
an executive of one of them. To him report 
the numerous designers and draftsmen who 
prepare all the building plans and specify 
the character of the material that is to 
go into the structures. 

The engineering organization has charge 
of the design of the terminal yards, In- 
cluding the substructure of the buildings 
and the business of the contracts for their 
erection. The organization is presided over 
by a chief engineer, to whom report a ter- 
minal engineer in charge of the con- 
struction work, a terminal engineer 
in charge of the design of the work 
and its execution both as to the yard 
and the buildings, and an engineer of 
structures in charge of the design and fabri- 
cations of the steel. The terminal manager’ 
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Owing to perfect ventilation the air wiil 
be purer and sweeter even than that of out 
of doors. There will be no confusion, no 
hissing steam or clanging bells or the 
thunderous outcry of scores of other trains. 
The vista down which the passenger will 
walk will be pleasing to the eye;<it will 
seem lIike one big long room. He will not 
pass any baggage and express cars or dodge 
any trucks or toppling trunks on his way 
out. The ingenious arrangement of this 
great terminal has obviated that, and is 
unique, Before the tincoming traveler 
reaches the baggage cars he will be walk- 
ing up a gentle slope which will carry him 
to a level above them. The .outward-bound 
passenger, too, will miss the familiar trucks 
piled high with luggage. Everything will 
be brought by subways under the tracks 
and lifted by elevators to a point opposite 
the cars in which it is to be loaded. 

At the end of the corridor the incoming 
traveler will pass ont into one of the three 
“kissing galleries." That Is what the rail- 
road people call the places where the people 
wait to welcome their friends. In each 
of these “kissing galleries’ there will be 
room for double lines of people, each a 
hundred feet long, which will be ample 
space for the greeters even when travel is 
at its heaviest. 

Then the incoming traveler may have 
the choice of many ways of reaching his 
destination. It is probable that one or 
two magnificent hotels will form a_ part 
of the group of monumental! buildings that 
will rise above the tracks adjacent to the 
terminal. If the traveler decides to stop 
at one of these, or some other near by, 
he may pass directly thither without going 
up into the street at all. His baggage will 
be whisked underground and will] reach his 
room almost as quickly as he will. 

The new Grand Central will be the cen- 
ter of the most extensive combination of 
passenger transportation lines in the world, 
for it will connect not only with the sub- 
way but the McAdoo tube to New Jersey, 
the Belmont tube to Long Island, other sub- 
ways planned but not yet constructed, and 
the elevated and surface lines already in 
existence, It will be an island in the 
center of a sea of traffic, but one that can 
be quickly reached by a score of routes. 

The new terminal will have four levels 
where the old had but one. The gallery 
on the grade of Forty-second Street will be 
the top level. The next will be the con- 
course which is on the level of the forty- 
two tracks that will handle the through 
trains. This will counect with the ezist- 


ing subway lines running to every part of 
New York city—the west side, through the 
Riverside Drive district to the northern 
limits of the elty at Van .Cortlandt Park 
and Bronx Park, and to the Wall Street 
section and Brooklyn. 

It will connect also with the extension 
of the McAdoo tube which is being pushed 
to completion. By means of this travelers 
may be transferred via Thirty-third Street 
and Sixth Avenue, through the tubes under 
the North River to the railway terminals 
on the New Jersey side. The Belmont tube 
to Long Island city is ready to be put in 
operation at any time. Its terminus is at 
the Grand Central station. Another subway 
extending up and down Lexington Avenue in 
New York city wiii be built. soon and this 
will afford another means of quick trans- 
portation. When these improvements are 
finished the Grand Central Terminal will 
be indisputably the>greatest traffic center 
in the world. Aside from the millions who 
will pass in and out of this great gateway 
the subways, the Belmont and McAdoo 
tubes and the surface and elevated lines 
will carry a multitude of people to its very 
doors. No other station in the world can 
be reached so easily and quickly and in 
so many different ways for a five cent fare. 

The. third level at the Grand Central 
Terminal—-the lower: of the two levels of 
the net-work of tracks—will be for the 
suburban trains. The fourth level will be 
underneath all this. Running east and 
west under the line of Forty-third and 
Forty-fifth Streets, will be two subways for 
handling the inbound and outbound luggage 
between the baggage-rooms and the trains 
Arrangements have been made already ¢co 
that baggage will be handled through the 
McAdoo subway and whisked under the 
river from and to the railway terminals on 
the other side. 

Outgoing travelers need not go to the 
baggage-room at all to check their trunks 
even now. All they have to do after 
buying their tickets is to pass along to 
the next counter and turn over their 
tickets gnd their claim checks from the 
transfer company. These are sent by pneu- 
matic tubes to the baggage-room where the 
trunks are checked and the checks s€nt 
back to the waiting traveler. 

Seventy thousand outbound passengers 
an hour is the capacity of this stupendous 
terminal. That is double the maximum 
carrying power of any other passenger 
station in the world. Sixty thousand a 
day is the present average traffic of the

two hundred trains may be sent out every 
hour if necessary. 

This terminal marks a new era in the 
vertical building of railroads. Modern ter- 
minals in the great cities must be below 
the street level hereafter. This has been 
made necessary by the high price of New 
York city real estate and has been made 
possible by the supplanting of steam by 
electricity. As an indication of how valu- 
able is the ground upon which this ter- 
minal stands in the heart of New York 
city it may be mentioned that the cost of 
producing the track space alone on which 
an 86-foot sleeper may stand, is about 
$30,000. The cost of the station building 
is not reckoned in this. 


The exits and the entrances to this 
stupendous gateway have been planned with 
extraordinary care. Primarily it was as- 
sumed that on some rush occasions the 
crowd might possibly spread out hestitating 
for a hundred feet on the pavement on 
each side of an entrance. That was the 
basis of calculation in planning the en- 
trances and exits. There are twelve of 
these. The nearest are one hundred and 
the farthest nine hundred feet apart. All 
possibility of crushing and crowding, either 
going or coming, has been absolutely elimi- 
nated. 

Another carefully considered thing in the 
construction of this terminal is the elimi- 
nation of stairways. Whenever possible, 
gently sloping inclines take the place of 
steps. An incline is better than a stairway 
because it is easier for everybody, and par- 
ticularly so for the very young or the very 
old. Even the middle-aged man or ‘woman 
finds it more comfortable. All these in- 
clined ways are located in direct lines of 
traffic so that the immense crowds that 
move to and fro will never have to go 
around any corners or to turn ard go back. 
Everything is so arranged that all possible 
friction or confusion will be avolded in 
handling the millions that will sweep back 
and forth through this gigantic gateway 
to the city. It will not be necessary to 
teach people where they should go; they 
will naturally move in the right direction, 
which is the principal thing to be desired 
in guiding a big crowd day after day. 

As an illustration of how carefully a

neumerable persons in uniforms. Some of 
them are from the big hotels—messengers, 
porters and the like. It happehs many 
times a day that a perturbed traveler wi!l 
rush up to one of these and shoot a qhes- 
tion at him about the arrival or departure 
of a train. Nine times out of ten the man 
in uniform will be unable to answer cor- 
rectly, if at all, and the traveler will biame 
the railroad for the ignorance of its 
servants. 

In a thousand and one ways the Grand 
Central will be of enormous use to ev 
the casual traveler. For instance, there 
will be a lot of little dressing-rooms which 
will be rented for a nominal sum. A man 
can go into one of them and change his 
clothes without. hiring a room in a hotel. 
This will be of great convenience to those 
who come to the city to spend but a day. 
For women the same facilities are to be 
offered. In their dressing-rooms they can 


change their traveling gowns for more.

One of the foremost 
engineers of Germany sald that he would 
not have dared to undertake it, and would 
have advised the abandoning of the old 
terminal entirely while the new one was 
being built. It was only by the employ-

| GUUD ROADS CREATORS OF VALUES. 


The proof of how good roads have made Georgia prosper have 
been shown in the multiple phases of the state’s religious, educa- 
tional, political and industrial life. All have felt the impetus of 
better highway construction... 

But the showing contained in the state’s tax returns for 1910 
is an argument beyond cavil and beyond dispute. 

For every dollar spent on the state’s highways, the records in 
the tax collector’s office show a proportionate advance in taxable 
values. : | 
Georgia will this year show an increase in wealth over 1909 of 
not less than $35,000,000. 

This will mean an increase in taxes over last year of $175,000. 
Add to this the increase from the dog tax, which will amount to 
about $150,000, and the state treasury will be richer by $325,000. 
The dog tax is‘a clear gain, since this is the first year sych a tax 
has been collected. 

In analyzing the state’s increase in wealth, several factors stand 
out prominently. The past year has been a most successful one. 
The farmers of the state have received good prices for their crops, 
and particularly for their cotton. The people generally are con- 
tented. Lie 

The advancement of south Georgia, and especially the wire- 
grass section, has been amazing. The records made by the seven 
new counties recently created is fairly astonishing. 

Here are the records of Georgia’s baby counties: 

Increases of 1910 tax values over those of 1909: In Tift, $458,- 
303; Crisp, $572,373; Toombs, $396,025; Turner, $320,308; Ben Hill, 
$18,300; Jeff Davis, $181,156, and Stephens, $2,437. 

Only two counties in the state show a decrease as compared to 
last year. These are Clay and Lumpkin. 

‘THE FACT IS TOO OBVIOUS TO BE OVERLOOKED, 
THAT THE COUNTIES REPORTING THE GREATEST 
GAINS ARE THE COUNTIES WHERE THE CONSTRUC- 
TION OF GOOD ROADS HAS BEEN CARRIED FORWARD

Several instances of flagrant inequalities in returns from coun- 
ties side by side are noticeable in the figures reported to the comp- 
troller general, but under the present tax laws of the state there is 
no state authority to correct this evil. 

A state board to supervise and reject returns from counties 
when the returns are too low is badly needed. 

A uniform method of forcing certain counties to return their 
land at a fair valuation, as compared with neighboring counties, 
would vastly increase the state’s wealth and might serve to reduce 
the annual tax levy. 

But the showing made is a gratifying one.

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PRESIDENT TAFT’S NEGRO POLICY. 


President Taft in finally removing Henry A. Rucker from the 
position of collectof of customs*at Atlanta has kept the promise he 
made to the people of the south both before and since his elevation to 
the presidency. 3 - 

The act was in accordance with a well-defined policy determined 
on when he went into office a year and a half ago, on March 4, 1909. 

In speeches at Greensboro, N. C., before he was even nominated 
for his present high office; at Augusta, Ga., since his election, and at 
other points President Taft said he would never name to federal po- 
sitions men who were not acceptable to the community to be served. 

His deeds. have matched his words. In rewarding his colored 
supporters of the republican clan, he has kept faith with the people of 
the south. : 

Recently the president named Henry Lincoln Johnson, of At- 
lanta, to an important federal office, at a good salary; but the duties 
of the office called the negro Johnson to Washington, D.C. He was 
not sent to a community where he was persona non grata. 

Following this reward given to one Atlanta negro, the president 
has removed another negro from a position where he came in contact 
with the leading business men of the city. 

While it was to be expected that the president would seek to re- 
tain the support of a race which largely makes up the southern del- 
egations to republican national conventions, it is gratifying to know 
that he seems to have decided not to do so at the expense of the feel- 
ings and prejudices of the people of the south. 3 
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BEEF AS WELL AS MILCH CATTLE. 


Elsewhere The Constitution presents an interesting discussion 
upon the beef-producing and dairy industries of Georgia, participated 
in by two well-known Atlantans, both of whom are amply qualified to 
discuss their respective phases of an important subject. 

Henry S. Reed, who defends the Jersey cow and her splendid 
adaptability to dairy purposes, is an Atlantan with a reputation as a 
forceful writer on agricultural topics. 

W, H. White, Jr., president of the White Provision Company, 
who makes answer to Mr. Reed’s communication, is head of Atlanta’s 
new packing house, the most modern in design and appliance in the 
southern states. 

Mr. White shows that he had no intention of attacking the Jer- 
sey in its specific field, that of supplying the dairy industry, in which 
it has undoubted preeminence. 

But he does show that by importation of selected sires the farm- 
ers of Georgia can breed a variety of cattle that will suit BOTH 
REEF AND MILCH PURPOSES. 

He does not argue for the use of this animal to replace the Jersey 
for city dairies, or for creameries. 

He does contend that for all ordinary uses the combination breed 
used in the standard beef-raising states will answer the dairy needs 
oi the average Georgia farmer, giving him in addition an animal that 
will bring remunerative prices at the packing house.

GEORGIA FARMERS RAISE? 


W. H. White, Jr., and Henry S. Reed, of Atlanta, Engage 


in Interesting Discussion on Vital Subject.

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MR. WHITE WANTS | 
COMBINATION BREED 


Editor Constitution: In reference to 
Mr. Henry 8. Reed’s comments on my 
letter to Hon. J. E. Hite, department of 
agriculture, Athens, Ga., as published 
in The Constitution of August 7, 1910, 
it is self-evident to anyone who will 
read my letter to Mr. Hite, that Mr. 
Reed has put up a “man of straw” to 
knock him. down, in defending the 
Jersey cow for dairy purposes. 

To begin with, my letter was in an- 
swer to an inquiry from Mr. Hite, who 
desired to know the percentage of 
Georgia-raised cattle slaughtered at 
our plant since its completion, and my 
remarks were necessarily confined to 
the discussion of cattle suitable for 
beef. Mr. Reed would defend the Jersey 
cow as a dairy animal; in this respect 
she needs no defense, for she stands as 
queen to the industry, especially so far 
as adaptability to the south. The Jersey 
cow for dairy purposes, for the supply 
of milk and butter alone, is recognized 
as our leatier; but we can’t make cot- 
ton and saw logs on milk and butter. 

These: are luxuries, and the Jersey 
furnishes these luxuries.* The Jersey 
cow is not a necessity for the poor 
man, for I have the necessities of life, 
but have no Jersey cow. On the other 
hand, meat and bread are necessities, 
and the poor man has to have meat and 
bread. But suppose we don’t talk about 
the poor man, for I come too distinctly 
in that class myself. What we want 
and need are intelligent, practicable 
suggestions as to the best way of get- 
ting out of that class. 

Georgia and Tennessee, 

Just a word in reference to our Geor- 

gia milch cows, and with all due re- 
spect to the dairy industry. In my 
letter to Mr. Hite I made the following 
statement: “We are drawing most of 
our beef ttle from Tennessee; the 
farming and stock-raising districts of 
that state, having done away with 
their Jersey and scrub stock, are now 
producing beef cattle of a type that 
make them of equal value to most any 
beef cattle in the country.” Now, let 
us see how Tennessee ranks with Geor- 
gia on the dairy cow proposition: 
. On January 1, 1909, according to the 
statistics of the department of agri- 
culture at Washington, there were 
334,000 milch cows in the state of Ten- 
nessee; average value per head, $24. In 
Georgia at the same time, according to 
the same records, there were 311,000 
milch cows; average value per head, 
$23.50. Now, if Georgia dairy cattle 
are of such great importance and value 
as Mr. Reed would indicate, why is the 
average price of our dairy cattle less 
than the average price of dairy cattle 
in the leading beef cattle-producing 
state in the south? 

These same statistics show the aver- 
age value of the Georgia beef cattle 
for the same time to be $9.50 per head, 
while for Tennessee beef cattle $12 
per head, or nearly 25 per cent better; 
though Georgia is credited with 680,- 
000 cattle other than milch cows, while 
Tennessee only shows 695,000. head un- 
der the same class. 

Now, will someone who has had ten 
years’ experience in the live stock 
business in beef and butter-producing 
sections explain this condition? 

IT have just returned from a recent 
trip to Tennessee, spending several 
days out in the country, from ten to 
twenty miles from a railroad. Finer 
milk and butter were never fed to man 
than I had, the farmers in this section 
making regular shipments of butter, 
eggs and honey to market, bringing 
them in money every day. Within a 
radius of a few miles, I have purchased 
more than $10,000 worth of as fine beef 
cattle as we ever hope to see—and, 
right here, let me say that, despite the 
fact that the percentage of Georgia- 
raised beef is low. yet we get just as 
good beef in Atlanta as New York, 
Boston or Washington. It is simply a 
matter of choice whether the people 
of our state will produce only a part 
of their needed supplies, or leave it to 
others to produce for them, which we 
are doing now at a cost of about a 
million dollars every six days, which 
amount is going out of our vaults for 
meats to enhance the finances of other 
states wise enough to export rather 
than import ome necessity of living. 

A Mortgage Killer. 

The producing of beef cattle will fur- 
nish a means of support the year round 
and quickly wipe off the slate the 
proverbial mortgaging of the cotton 
crop. A stockraiser came to my office 
this week, amd said that he wanted. to 
dispose of what cattle he had, re- 
placing them with a better type of beef 
cattle, saying that he had about 4,000 
head, and wanted to sell for beef all 
that were 4 years old and over. I in- 
quired their weights, and he said they 
would average 600 to 600 pounds, and 
he had been offered 2% cents per pound 
for the best of the lot, about 600, 

THE RIGHT KIND OF A COW FOR 
RURAL DISTRICTS WILL SUPPLY 
THE AVERAGE FARMER WITH ALL 
THE MILK AND BUTTER REQUIRED 
AND WILL PRODUCE A CALF THAT 
WILL BRING IN BEEF MORE MONEY 
THAN THE PRESENT 4-YEAR-OLD 
AVERAGE BEEF CATTLE OF THIS 
STATE. 

It would be very foolish in me, or 
any other man, to condemn the Jersey 
cow for dairy purposes; this being the 
best type for this use by the rich farm- 
er or city resident; and, for dairy pur- 
poses, we will all take off our hats to 
the Jersey! Nor do we care to be mis- 
‘understood in classing the Jersey with 
the scrub stock. With our hats off to 
the Jersey as a milker, and with all 
due respect to this breed, the scrub 
stock will bring just as much for beef 
purposes as the finest Jersey. We have 
the cow that will supply the milk and 
butter where needed; now we want one 
good enough to supply the milk, but- 
ter, AND MEAT, and the Jersey nor 
the present scrub stock will fill this 
bill. And the quicker the farmers and 
beef cattle raisers (NOT THE DAIRY- 
MEN) get rid of these the better off 
they will be. 

Meat and Cotton. 3 

Nor do I look for this —_ to cut 
out cotton and devote its emergies to 
raising live stock alone. A man would 
be foolish to think such a thing prac- 
tical. What we want is cotton, and

No one Knowing

bad they read the story of possibilities 
in that line so indifferently. 

It takes time to convince men that 


a commensurate price will be paid for 


improved breeds of cattle, highly fin- 
ished for the shambles, before invest- 
ments are made looking to that end by 
the farmer. Mr. White must not ex- 
pect Scotch Shorthorns and Herefords 
to spring up over night. 

Defends Jersey. 

His attack upon the Jersey cow 
comes very naturally from a beef man, 
but just the same it seems to me to 
be unwarranted and in bad form. 

Beef is not the only form of food 
supply furnished by the bovine tribe, 
by any means, and as a source of 
wealth to the country, as a means of 
enriching the individual farm, the 
dairy ‘barn quite equals the feeding 
lot. 

Then again there is always as good 
a demand for good butter and milk 
cows as there is for fat steers, and 
the profit made on a four-year-old Jer- 
sey cow at $75 is much greater than 
the profit on the fat steer sold at pre- 
vailing prices in Atlanta. 

In trying to build up an industry it 
seems foolish to attempt the pulling 
down of another. To elass the Jersey 
and scrub in the same category, to 
speak of them in the same breath, is 
adding insult to injury. 

Why not the man Interested in dairy 
families declare that all Hereford or 
Augus, or Galloway and scrub bul'is 
be impounded? 

The scrub bull should not be per- 
mitted to run at large, that is true, 
but for goodness’ sake don’t couple thai 
insignificant, though harmful, brute 
with the prince of all bovine sires—the 
high-class Jersey. 

Sires of all kind should be confined 
and not permitted to thwart the de- 
signs of men building a dairy or a beef 
herd. | 

In continental Burope, years and 
years ago, governmental studs were 
founded for the improvement of horses; 
such a plan could be aaopted by a state 
oy county for improvement of cattle 
or any other form of live stock. Our 
own national government has done 
something along this line in the horse 
industry, but not nearly enough to 
firmly fix the type of the American 
horse, 

The Jersey cow is not only the rich 
man’s luxury, as Mr. White puts it, 
but is the poor man’s Necessity as 
well, Long live the source of our golden 
butter and rich cream.

CHECK ON FEDERAL PUBLICITY

Washington, August -13.—(Special.)— 
During the coming session of*congress 
the country is promised a fight on the 
conservation movement by a strong 
‘oterie of men from the public land 
Rites who expect to kill the popular 

terest in conservation by putting a 
check on the publicity work indulged 
in- by various bureaus in several of the 
departments which are concerned with 
the study of utilization of natural re- 
Bources. 

A number of senators and members 
of the house have insisted fer some 
time that they will not stand for this 
“conservation hysteria,” as they call it, 
that the natural resources of the west 
must exploited along the “first 
come, first served,” plan, the same as 
in the past. They claim that there 
has not been much land grabbing, and 
that the occasional frauds unearthed, 
and even the startling disclosures con- 
cerning conditions in Alaska, are not 
so serious after all. It all means “de- 
velopment,” they say, even if a monop- 
oly or two are created in the process 

Those who will be behind the com- 
ing fight have figured that the prin- 
cipal reason for the country applaud- 
ing both the -progressive republicans 
and the democrats who are making the 
conservation movement an issue is be- 
cause the newspapers and. magazines 
have had the task of getting informa- 
tion from the departments made too 
easy. 

The first skirmish in the fight, which 
will begin in earnest next winter, was 
opened by Representative Tawney, of 
Minnesota, during the last’ session,

LEADS THE WAY IN CANAL ZONE 


The Home Mission Board, of Atlanta, 
is conducting missionary work througn- 
out the Cuba and canal zone 
through no less than eight or ten de- 
partments. of most 
interesting departments of the aotivi- 
ties of the home mission board has 
to do with its work in the canal zone, 
‘The Baptist Home Board was the 
first missionary organization in Ameri- 
ca to enter upon, the work of evan- 
gelizing the people in the canal strip. 
The zone was ceded to the United 
States in 1904; in 1905 Southern Bap- 
tists entered upon their mission work 
in this territory. 

The canal zone is 47 miles long and 
10 miles wide. There are a number of 
towns along its coast. These are built 
along the Panama Railway and the 
course of the canal. At 11 ppints 
gaiong the canal the Baptist home board 
has churches or mission stations. 

Though Colon, on the Atlantic coast, 
and Panama City, on the Pacific coast, 
do not technically belong’ to the canal 
gone, the board is doing mission work 
in these places as well as along the 
route of the canal, and it is also pro- 
posed at an early date to start a mis- 
sion school in Panama City. 

The Permanent population of the 
@anai zone is said to be about 50,000 
though the basis of such an estimate 
under present conditions is elusive and 
unsatisfactory. 
to this population about 40,000 per- 
sons engaged in digging the canal. 

When the work is completed, as we 
@re assured it will be by. January, 
1915, there is sure to be a permanent 
increment in population in addition to 
that which is now considered the nor- 
nial. permanent number.

The population of the canal zone is 
perhaps almost as largely mixed in its 
character as that of any piace of the

Golfing When King Died. 

King Edward's death found the 
prime minister on the continent play- 
ing goif. Asquith hurried to London, 
but as soon as his official duty was 
done he hurried back to his sport. The 
Gath of the late king forced a truce 
between the several warring parties in 
the house of commons which had been 
at death grips over the question of the 
authority of the house of lords.

Great Sportsmen. 

On the front benches of the present 
house of commons sits as choice a 
collection of. sportsmen as one could 
wish to see.

Reginald McKenna, who, appropriately 
enough, rules the king’s navee. For the 
Rt. Hon. Reginald was bow in the 
Cambridge University Eight of 1887, 
and won both the Grand and Steward's 
Cup at far-famed Henley. He -still 
pulls a strong Oar as anyone wh» 
watches his early morning practice 
on the Thames can tell. McKenna's 
many contests in his schoo] days made 
hira pugnacious, and he has just the 
position in the government to display 
his talents admirably in that direction. 
The admiralty has been a target for 
big guns for the past two years, but 
McKenna is still on deck, smilingly 
evading dangerous-locking shots. 

A little further along on the same 
bench sits Sir Edward Grey, secre- 
tary for foreign affairs. Sir Hdward’s 
word, it is acknowledged, carries more 
weight in the house of commons than 
that of any other man, and it is sai‘l 
that even the present king fears him. 
Yet he spends his spare time figuring 
out the subthbaties of fly-fishing and 
writing books on the subject. He ‘s 
still a dangerous opponent, even for 
the best and youngest tennis players 
and in the days of hus youth captured 
the M. C. C. and Queen’s Club tennis 
championships, the two biggest honors 
in the sport. 

In speaking of Sir Edward as a pos. 
sibility for the premiership, an influ 
ential friend who knows him well said: 
“But his love of the rod of the fish- 
erman is greater than his love of the 
rod of empire, and, like Danton, h» 
would hold that ‘it is better to keen 
a flock of sheep upon the hillside than 
meddie with the government of men.” 

He Refused Peerage. 

Across the table which divides the 
green benches sits the Rt. Hon. Henry 
Chaplin. He might have been a peer 
these many years had he not twice re- 
fused the proferred honor. The Rt, 
Hon. Henry is typical of many things 
English. In form and feature he is 


| an exact counterpart of the John Bull 


of contemporary cartoons. His portly 
form, his full, red face, and white mut- 
ton chop whiskers, might have served 
as models for the artist who originally 
conceived the figure which so often 
appears in political publications. In 
mental characteristics, so-far as one 
can judge from externals, he is the 
Englishman of our imagination. And 
in his love for the “sport of kings" he 
is, indeed, a true Briton. 

At one time Chaplin was possessed 
of more money than he could ever 
spend, apparently; but at the present 
time it is said that he has to think 
more than once before giving the lav- 
ish entertainments for which he is 
justly famous. And this shrinking of 
the family purse is said to be due to 
his passion for horse racing. It is to 
that sport that the really serious part 
of his life has been devoted. His name 
is forever linked with the turf by his 
ownership of the great Hermit, which, 
as an unknown, won the Derby of 1867 
and about $700,000 for its owner. But 
although he has won heavily he has 
spent even more heavily, on the prin- 
ciple of “easy come, easy go.” 

Chaplin's passion for horse racing 
must, indeed, be great when it can drag 
him from his duties in the house of 
commons. He is a member of the old 
regime, one who believes the England 
of today is rapidly hurrying to the 
bow-wows. And he is continually at- 
tempting to stay the mad rush. He

Sir Claude weighed ten 
pounds less than the redoubtable John 
and was ten years older at a time of 
life when years count against a man. 
But Burns refused to be coaxed into 
the ring with the fire-eater he had un- 
covereq and nothing more was heard 
from him. 

The ponderous figure of the Rt. Hon. 
Richard Burdon Haldane, secretary 
of state for war, sitting further along 
on the same bench, hardly suggests the 
athlete. His face is almost continually 
wreathed in smiles and gives you the 
impression of being made up of s80 
many balls of varying size—one for 
the nose, one for each cheek, an enor- 
mous one for the forehead and a tiny 
one for the chin. Haldane’s sport is 
long-distance walking and he has been 
known to cover sixty or even seventy 
miles of hard country road a day, time 
and again., Only one who has attempt- 
ed such a feat knows what that 
means. Yet Haldane is fifty-four years 
old and weighs well above two hundred 
pounds. 

An Inveterate Walker. 

Another inveterate walker in the 
present cabinet is David Lloyd George, 
chancellor of the exchequer, although 
he would make no claim to any such 
distance records as his colleague, 
Thirty miles is as much as he would 
wish to attempt in the short span of 
time between sunrise and sunset. 
What is true of the members of the 
cabinet and front bench of the opposi- 
tion holds true as well of the entire 
house of commons. The member who 
does not acknowledge the dominion of 
some sport in his everyday life is a 
comparative rarity. It would be inter- 
esting to record the membership of the 
house by sports, as golf, 212; automo- 
biling, 119; rowing, 18; shooting, 75, 
and so on, through the entire list. So 
well are the particular weaknesses of 
the members known that those who are 
in the know can construct the day's 
calendar of sporting fixtures from a 
list of the absentees from the chamber 
at Westminster. 

The Englishman's passion for sport 
is now and then curbed by the party 
“whip,” an official whose duty it is to 
see that the members are in their 
places when necessary. He sends out 
circulars to the members which read: 
“A motion is expected, when your vote 
is earnestly desired.” In order that 
the member may know just how much 
danger threatens him if he disregards 
the notice and goes horse racing, or 
shooting, or fishing, a system of red 
marks has been* perfected by the 
“whips.”’ If the word “earnestly” has 
only one red mark under it the receiver 


ought to come, if three he must come, 
and if four it means “stay away at 
your peril.” 
“Silly Gevernment Business.” 

But even then it is not necessary 
that .sport be neglected for “this silly 
government business.” <A system is in 
vogue by which the party whips get 
together and pair off the members of 
the opposing parties who wish to get 
away. Thus as the same number of 
possible “yeas” and “noes” are absent, 
the actual result is not affected.

New York, August 13.—Prospects for

The market opened steady at an 
sdvance of 1 point on July and Au- 
Gust, but generally 2 to 6 points 
lower. Cables were about as due, re- 
views of the dry goods trade were 
bullish with large sales of goods re- 
ported at Fall River, and the  sta- 
tistical situation as refiected by the 
figures compiled late yesterday was in 
favor of prices. These factors en- 
couraged some buying at the initia! 
decline and prices well sustained at 
first, but no aggressive force was in 
evidence, and later loc bears be- 
came more aggressive, while liquida- 
tion grew heavier and stop- -loss orders 
Were uncovered on a scale down to 4 
net loss of about 17 to 24 points.

New York, August 13.—(Special.)— 
There was no indication of a let-up 
the advancing tendency of cotton oil 
prices during the past week, although 
trading was not as heavy as previous- 
ly noted. The bid prices for spot oil 
were the highest ever known, while 
offerings were practically nil except 
at exorbitant figures. The scarcity of 
offerings this side of October grows 
more pronounced as the end of the 
season approaches, and traders expe- 
rience little difficulty in making up 
values. 

The oil tendered on August contracts 
amounted to 1,500 barrels for the week, 
and hot a barrel found its way to the 
market. Bids for round lots of Au- 
gust at 9.30, and September at 9.25, 
failed to dislodge more than an oc- 
casional small offering, and it is un- 
derstood that comparatively little oil 
is obtainable at any ourice. 

Yrominent refining interests report 
an improved consuming demand for 
manufacturing purposes. The current 
inquiry emanates "rom the compound 
producers, margarine makers and sar- 
dine packers. It is admitted that the 
market is .remarkable, from the de- 
mand and supply standpoint, and 
traders are lexpecting amost anything 
in the way of price fluctuations before 
old crop contracts are satisfied. | 

In the new crop months, the October 
delivery has commanded the most at- 
tention. There was a heavy influx of

Western houses sold quite freely of the 
distant deliveries, but the active sup- 
port from refiners and local commis- 
sion houses prevented nothing more 
than a temporary reaction in values. 
The seed production will be the dom- 
inating influence ir new oil, and opin- 
ions are very much at variance fFre- 
garding the final output. 

The demand for export account. has 
continued fairly active, with additional 
sales of 5,000 barrels reported in No- 
vember forward. This -makes 80,000 
barrels booked in new oil so far. The 
movement of old contracts remained 
slow and featureless. Foreign ship-

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GRATIFYING FEATURE | 
OF THE MONEY MARKET 


Increasing Output of Com- 
mercial Paper the 
Past Week. 


New York, August 13.—(Special.)— 
One of the most gratifying features of 
the week, from\the standpoint of legit- 
imate business,.. was the increasing 


output of commercial paper, and what 
added to the significance of this, as 


lindicating trade improvement, was the 


diversified character of the notes of- 
fered for discount. The dry goods 
and hardware trades, the packing antl 
grain elevator interests and the tex- 
tile mills, together with miscellaneous 
smaller interests, were represented in 
the paper that came upon the market. 
Hreitn lies the importance of this new 
feature of the situation. Nothing like 
it has been witnessed for months past, 
and everywhere there is a more hope- 
ful feeling among merchants and man- 
ufacturers as to the future of the busi 
ness of the’country. It can be said, 
most emphatically, that the long ex- 
pected favorable turn in the tide has 
at last been reached, and this is a 
matter for general congratulation. The 
enlarged offerings of paper this week 
were for the purpose of furnishing 
present and prospective wants of mer- 
chants and others who are now dis- 
posed to make preparations for a more 
active autumn business. 
Another Important Incident. 


Another highly important incident 
of the week that bears a close relation 
to this matter of commercial paper 
has been the loosening up, so to speak, 
by prominent banks of their enormous 
cash resources. For some time past 
three banks have confined their loan- 
ing operations chiefly to call money, 
not doing much in the way of time 
loans nor of buying commercial paper. 
This policy has recently been changed, 
especially as to paper, and merchants 
now find that the New York banking 
interests are ready to buy or discount 
their paper freely, in order to facili- 
tate the rising tide of business. The 
significance of this can hardly oe 
overestimated, as it means that legiti- 
mate trade is to be furnished with 
all the capital necessary. Thus the 
great accumulation of bank reserves 
at this point for weeks past is to be 
applied to the purpose of assisting the 
country back to a period of prosperity. 

The influences back of this loosen- 
ing up of.capital form an interesting 
chapter in the money situation. For 
some time past New York bank offi- 
cers have impressed upon banking of 
ficials of the central reserve’ cities of 
the west the necessity of greater loans, 
in order to be prepared for the au- 
tumn trade and crop movements. The 
wisdom of this advice has been very 
generally acknowledged, and small 
country banks have been paying off 
loans to larger institutions in the 
leading cities, and these smaller banks 
have notified farmers that they must 
sell their products as they are har- 
vested anw pay off their farm mort- 
gages and other obligations, some of 
which have been contracted to tndulge 
in extravagances. There has been no 
effort to force drastic liquidation, 
such as has been witnessed on tha 
New York stock exchange in the re- 
cent past, but rather a steady and 
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gradual payment of debts to banks in 
the interior by farmers.and others 
who have been engaged in land spec- 
ulation. The gradua) and orderly liqu!- 
dation now going on will be completed 
without any detriment to trade, and 
already its beneficial influence is re- 
flected in larger marketings of wheat 
by farmers, which have brought that 
grain within the limits of exporters 
ang shipping engagements are now 
being made at some of the outports 
and at the west. 


Crop Conditions Improved. 


Crop conditions as developed this 
week have certainly been an incentive 
The government report, in- 
dicating a total yield of spring and 
winter wheat of 657 000,000 bushels, and 
of corn of 2,900,000,000 bushels, in- 
spired confidence in trade circles, es- 
pecially as the condition in corn has 
improved since the date of the gov- 
ernment report. There has been some 
improvement also in cotton, with the 
exception of portions of fhe state of 
Texas, where drouth still prevails. 
Considering business conditions spe- 
cifically, it can be said that the dry 
goods trade cont!nues to show in- 
creased activity with an advancin 
trend to cotton goods. The boot an 
shoe industry is also doing better, and 
the same is true of the copper indus- 
try, which has been benefited by cur--. 
tailment of production. The steel trade 
alone fails to show any increase.

Handel—Overture to the occasional | 


Oratorio. The “Occasional Oratorio’ was 
composed in celebration of the sup- 
pression of the Jacobite rising in 1745, 


and was perfofmed in February of the 
follow'ng year at Covent Garden the- 
ater, London. The overture is the most 
popular of Handel’s instrunienta! pre- 
ludes, and has always formed one of 
the stock pieces at the Hande) fes- 
oa held at the Crystal Palace, Lon- 
on. 

The stately and pompous introduc- 
tion leads into aéié spirited allegro, 
which, in its turn, is followed by an 
adagio, with the melody assigned to 
the expressive tones of the oboe. The 
concluding movement is the well- 
known Triumphal march, which im- 
parts a grand and appropriate climax 
to the overture. 

Massenet—Le dernier sommell de la 
Vierge. The beautifu. -relude, mostly 
for muted strings, entite.* “The Last 
Sleep*of the Virgin,” is the most pop- 
ular item of the sacred cantata * Wa 
Vierge,”’ and is a most wonderful tone 
picture by the French composer. 

Mendelssohn—tIntroduction and alle- 
gretto from the “Hymn -of Praise.”’ 
This noble symphony forms the first 
part of the cantata, the second of 
which consists of vocal numbers. The 
key note or “motto” of the first move- 
ment is proclaimed at the outset by-.a 
passage (given out*by the trombones) 
taken from the Gregorian maegnificat, 
and beautifully worked out in detail. 

The allegretto partaKkes of the char- 
acter. of a dialogue, with the melody 
taken up by-the stringed and wind in- 
struments alternately. In the middie 
section the strains of a chorale are 
introduced with fragments of the origi- 
nal theme intervening. 

Schumann—Finale from the “Etudes 
Sy mphoniques.’’—The “Etudes Sympho- 
niques’’—composed for the pianoforte 
in 1834—consists of a series of twelve 
contrasted movements, the most im- 
portant of which is the finale, above 
noted. This is written in a grand and 
triumphal strain, ard reveals the great 
composer in his best. phase. 

Gounod—Ave Maria—Meditation on 
Bach's first Prelude—The prelude 
forming the initial number of Bach’s 
forty-eight preludes and fugues (for 
the clavier) does not, at first sight, 
seem suggestive of much melodic in- 
spiration; but the great French com- 
poser has engrafted upon it one of his 
most beautiful cantilenas, and invested 
it with a’ charm which. is quite irre- 
sistible. 

Gounod — Marche Solennelle —This 
fine march, written for full orchestra, 
shows Gounod in a very diversified 
vein. Opening with a stately theme, 
(afterwards embellished with an arpeg- 
gio accompaniment, we are led into the 
trio, which seems to suggest that the 
composer tired of the heavy character 
of the beginning, and brightened the 
work with a more joyful melody.

At the Grady hospital the wounded 
negro asserted that as he was walking 
down the street a wagon, in which * 
there were three men, almost ran Him 
down, and that he cried out not to run 
over him. He said that one of the men 
cried, “I don’t guess you know who 
you are talking to" and shot him. He 
says that he has never been in the 
stockade. A negro named. “Obie’’ 
Johnson did serve in the stockade, but 
it is not known whether this is the 
man. 

Mander, when interviewed later, ad- 
mitted that there were two men with 
him, giving their names as J. W. King 
and a man named Black, a stockade 
guard. He also said that they were in 
a wagon. Mander is confined to thé 
police barracks awaiting a hearing on 
Monday.

10. STOP A STRIKE 


Permanent Injunction Is 


Sought Against New 
York Cloak Makers. 


New York, August 18,—The striking 
cloakmakers in New' York city number 
more than 80,000 men and women, ac- 
cording to a brief submitted to the 
suprem urt here by their employers, 


| who seek to have the union restrained 
| by a permanent injunction. 


The manufacturers ask the court to 
declare the strike unlawful on the 
ground that the workers are maintain- 
ing an illegal combination in striking 
against the shops. The plaintiffs, ac- 
cording to the representations made 
to the court, produce 80 per cent of the 
cloaks, suits and skirts manufactured 
in the United States and the invest- 
ments of the employers represent be- 
tween $50,000,000 and $60,000,000. 

“Because of the immense capital and 
the number of persons involved,’ the 
lawyers declare, “the issues in this 
contest are the most important ever 
involved in a strike. The manufac- 
turers are in a state of terror, and if 
the injunction is not issued the strikers 


‘will soon be practically in control of 


the cloakmaking business. .The situa- 
tion is one bordering on anarchy.”’ 
Counsel] for the union leaders say in 


opposition to the granting of the in-|- 


junction that it would practically 
wipe out trades unions in this state. 
They declare that the strikers are act- 
ing within their rights in refusing to 
work with non-union men and also in 
trying by peaceable means to induce 
the non-union men to join their ranks. 

The court will announce its decision 
in a few days.

MOST VALUABLE AUTO TROPHY

Indtan&polis motor speedway. The Brassard, 
founded by the Remy Magneto Company, of 
Anderson, Ind., has become one of the great- 
racing classicg on the annual automobile 
The 100-mile race for the Brassard 
at the July speedway meeting was the fastest 


The Brassard is derived from the French, 
and means a smell arm shield to be worn 
between the elbow and the shoulder. Original- 
ly a-shteld for protection in warfare, it has 
come to be the Insignia of honor. It was never 
used in this country in any connection, so far 
as known, until introduced by the Remy 
brothers, makers of the Remy magneto, who 
hit upon the scheme of offering the Brassard 
for a big stock car or free-for-all race to be 
run upon the speedway course. 

The conditions of the race, combined with 
the name, attracted much attention. The Bras- 
sard, which is a curlously-wrought silver 
ahield, with a band to fasten it to the arm, is 
worth about $100; but i!t carries with it a 
salary of $75 a week, providing the winning 
car is equipped with the Remy magneto. 
Otherwise, the driver gets a salary of $50 a 
weel until called upon to defend the trophy 
at the next meeting. 

The salary feature was also obtained from 
the unique custom employed by the French 
in the early days of the old bicycle racing 
game. One of the great Wrench champions so 
endeared himeelf to the public that a rich 
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with a weekly mone 


purse of thousands of francs was raised by 
popular subscription. However, the thrifty 
Frenchmen in charge of the distribution real- 
ized the weakness of human nature, and de- 
cided to reward the admired driyer with a 
part of the purse each week as long as he 
defended his title. 

In that way they fanned the flame of com- 
petition and kept the sport alive, and also 
prevented any one rider spending ail of his 
prize money in one evenimg. The quaintness 
of the plan and the ‘‘Frenchy’’ sound of the 
word ‘“Brassard’’ appealed to the Remy 
brothers. Moreover, the prize was one that 
made a decided appeal to the driver. It meant 
infinitely more to the pilot to annex a trophy 
ry reward than it did 
to win the finest silvér cup in the world. The 
greatest pilots In the country were attracted 
at the first running of the Brassard on the 
apeedway last August. The trophy was won 
at that time by Oldfield, who defeated De- 
Palma and Zengle. 

This year the donors of the trophy realized 
that the manufacturer who entered the car 
liked to have something to show for the vic- 
tory, as well as the driver, and consequently 
the Remy Brassard was augmented by the ad- 


ditional offer of the Remy Grand trophy, @ 


magnificent vase-shaped silver cup. This 
trophy gots to the maker entering the car. At 
the May races the Harmon, driven by Ray 
Harroun, captured the Brassard and trophy 
cup. At the July race meeting, Burman cap- 
tured the coveted combination magneto mil- 
lionaires’ trophy. 

The Brassard and trophy racé will be one of 
the features of the September meeting on the 
Indianapolis course. This event will be open 
to cars up to 450 cubic inches, and will be at 
150 miles. The speedway management expects 
the 150-mile event to be one of the best com- 
petitions seen so far on the famous course.

On August 6, the date set for the finish line, 
the four baseball leagues’ pennants were de- 
eided on the various diamonds in the respective 
baseball leagues. ~ While the Baraca League has 
one more game to be played, yet the pennant 
winners were all decided on August 6. This leaves 
a@ number of- interesting post-season games to 
be played between the pennant winners of the 
respective leagues. 

At the final meeting of the. City League, the 
president, EB. L. McCord, appointed Harvey 
Weatheraly to pick an all-star team from the 
City League, to play a benefit game with the 
Georgia _Rallway and Blectric Company team, to 
baseball 
banquet, which is to be held early in Septem- 
ber, for the purpose of presenting the pennants 
and the eups to the champions of the several 
leagues and the’ Playground parks. The date for 
this game will be announced later. 

Another interesting game wiil be one between 
Wesley Memorial, the pennant winner in the 
Sunday School League, and the Grant Park Bap- 
tist, the penant winner in the Baraca League. 
This game was played Saturday, August 13, at 
Piedmont park, and won by Wesley. 

The president of the Railroad League appointed 
D. H. Hooker, manager, to pick an all-star 
team from all the railroad teams, to play the 
Georgia Railway and Blectric Company, the pen- 
ant winner in the City League. The date for 
this game will be announced later. If time per- 
mits, games will be arranged between the va- 
rious pennant winners for the city championship. 

The Winners. 

The following teams were in the lead at the 
close of thelr respective seasons and their per- 
rants are now being made up, and will be 
presented at the big banquet in September.

Successful Season. 

The past season in amateur ball circles har 
been the most successful ever known in Atlanta. 
The scoveral leagues were organized and operated 
on a strictly business basis, and all closed their 
season with money in the treasury, and every- 
body satisfied and happy, ajl bowing grace- 
fully to the inscrutable fortunes of baseball war. 
All the leagues had a number of games lieft 
over, and naturally wanted another chance, but 
as no provision had been made for extension 
of season, except in case of a tie, a period was 
dotted after the 1910 schedules. It really seems 
that euch good sports should all have the rag, 
as each manager has declared his intention to 
enter the race for the pennant next year. In 
fact, there has been such a demand for fran- 
chises in the various leagues, that. two new 
leagues have been -practically formed, making 
in all seven amateur leagues fn the city for 
the season of 1011. 

Another attractive feature of the past sea- 
sor is that in each league during the entire 
year, there has not been exhibi a single in- 
stance in which a desire was manifested to 
turn this: great amateur eport into a money- 
making proposition, nor has the betting element 
showeé its head. In fact, players and managers 
alike. have thoroughly demonstrated that they 
were in the game for the love of the sport 
and outdoor life afforded by playing the game. 

Thank Park Board. 

In furtherance of their love of athletics, «a 
number of the mapagers havé signified their in- 
tention of organizing a basketball and indoor 
baseball league for the winter months. All the 
baskettall players and lovers of the big out-of- 
doors are under the most profound obligation 
to applaud the progressive policy in Atlanta's 
premier bark board. 

It is not generally known, but the present 
board provided seven athletic flelds for the use 
of the various ball players, besides providing 
eight first-class playgrounds for the younger 
children. These were provided and equipped at 
a great expense. All this was done quietly, 
but the tmmense benefit obtained should not 
pess unnoticed, nor be forgotten, for untold 
actual substantial good has been accomplished, 
and lasting gratitude of the young, as well as 
the olf, ts @ue to the gentlemen who put 
through the above plans.

A tour around Georgia in @n auto 


is a liberal education on the resources 
and possibilities, the conditions and 
progress of the state. One may keep 
fairly well posted by reading the pa- 
pers and talking to people from differ- 
ent sect.ons, but there is nothing which 
enables you to appreciate what Geor- 
gia is doing and ,what she is capable 


| of doing like going through the coun- 


try and seeing with your own eyes. 
Here are a few things which impress- 

ed me while on the recent scouting 

trip for The Constitution, Augusta 


| Chronicle, Macon Telegraph and other 


papers: 

Georgia is going to make the great- 
est corn crop in her history this year, 
probably 62,000,000 bushels, worth $50,- 
000,000. 

She will make an average crop of 
sea island cotton, worth $4,500,000. 

She will make 1,600,000 bales of up- 
land cotton, worth $110,000,000. 

Georgia Will Keep Ahead. 

She will remain ahead of every state 
east of the Mississippi except Illinois 
in the value of agricultural products, 
and it will not be long before Georgia 
will pass Illinois. New farmers are 
coming into the state every’ day and 
those who are here are improving 
their methods every year. Heretofore 
a bale per acre has been the ultimate 
aim 
acres are producing that now, and the 
progressive farmers have set their 
sights for two bales per acre. I saw a 
field at Statesboro containing 20 
acres of upland cotton. The owner, 
Dr. Donahoo, predicted that ft will 
yield -forty bales, and good judges 
agreed with him, He used 2,100 
pounds of fertilizer to the acre, mak- 
ing three applications. 

If one farmer can make two bales on 


| an acre, others can, and will do it. 


Georgia’s average yield of cotton per

of our farmers, but thousands of :

acre is in¢reasing more rapidly than 
that of other states, showing that our 
growers are better farmers than those 
of Mississippi and Texas. 

Everyone who goes about over the 
state is impressed by the large acreage 
of corn and its fine condition. The 
acreage is 10 per cent greater this 
year than in 1909 and the condition is 
fully 10 per cent better. A field that 
will make less than thirty bushels to 
the acre this year is an exception. 
~Hundreds of fields which we passed 
will yield from forty to sixty bushels, 
and some will run up to seventy-five 
bushels. A few claim that they will 


_get ninety to one hundred bushels. A

Just a few 
years more of these contests and Geor- 
gia’s yield of corn will be doubled.

fore. They are getting more deeply 
interested each year and the contests 
are playing a very important part in 
increasing the acreage and yield.

A. crop of 100,000,000 bushels is not ; 


improbable for Georgia in 1915. The 
general assembly could not make a bet- 
ter appropriation than to offer a few 
thousand dollars through the state fair 
for corn prizes. 

Georgia's farmers will come nearer 
living .at home next winter than ~ ever 
before. They will have their own 
corn, meat and hay, with a surplus to 
sell. 
pound of bacon next year. 

The signs point to greater prosperity 
for the Georgia farmer next year than 
he. has ever before enjoyed. He is 
coming into his own. His cotton crop 
will be short, but it looks as if the 
price will give him a profit, and he is

RULES OF AUTOMOBILE CONTEST’ 


By A. J. Fienner. 

Orgatized baseball will have a duly-proclaim- 
eid champion batsman when the national com- 
mission awards the Chalmers trophy during the 
world’s series. The winner of 
will be determined on the certified 
record of the leading batsman of each league. 
These reports will be made by. Secretaries Mc- 
Roy and Heydler as soon as the computation re- 
quisite to establish that the figures furnished are 
of the leaders in their respective leagues 
This work will not involve the 
performance of every player in each 
as many will be eliminated by the con- 
governirg the contest. As a matter of 
fact, there are only a few candidates for the 
prize at this stage of the contest and before 
the middle of September the number will be ma- 
terially reduced. 

An inspection of the unofficial records of each 
league will show that the batting leadership 
of each at the close of the race is still an open 
question. Lajole’s bid for the honor in the 
American League has lessened the chances of 
Cobb, and the surprising slump of Wagner in the 
early games has made it possible that the Na- 
tional League will have a new champion in 1910. 


Pinch Hitters Eliminated. 


The conditions of the Chalmers contest af- 
ford a fair chance for every major league player 
to win the handsome prize, t the restrictions 
imposed by the commission with the approval 
of the doner make length of service as well as 
skill factors, thereby doing away with the pos- 
sibility of a substitute, as in the case of Criss, in 
1908, capturing the honors. Criss’ record for 
that season shows that he participated in 64 
games, was at bat S2 times, made 28 hits and 
batted .341. Cobb, who ranked second, took 
part in 150 games, was 581 times at bat, took 
credited with 188 hits and batting average of 
.824—17 points less than Criss was entitled to 
on his showing in the roll of pinch hitter. 

The conditions under which the Chalmers Do- 
troit will be made are as follows: 

1. Every player to be eligible must be a 
member of a club, either the National or Ameri- 
can league. 

~. The batting average of each player for the 
season of 1910 shall be the only thing taken 
into consideration. The player having the high- 
@st average in either league to be awarded the 
prize. The following stipulation to govern: 

(a) If the player is an inflelder or an out- 
fielder, he must be charged with not less than 
350 times at bat during .the season. 

(b) Tf the player its a catcher, he 
charged with 100 times at bat during 
BON. 

(c) Tf the 
charged with 
gon. 

3. Players who are at bat less than the num- 
ber of timés above designated shall not be. con- 
sidere!] in the award of the prize. 

4. A player playing more than one position on 
any team shall be charged with the joint times 
at bat under all positions that he plays. 

5. The award of the prize to the winner will, 
if possible be made during he playing of the 
world’s championship series in the fall of 1910. 

It will be noted that there {s a variance in the 
maximum number of times at bat for infielders 
and outfi@iders—the regulars of a team-—and for 
batterymen, who appear in fewer games. This is 
@ more equitable arrangement than prescribing the 
mumber of games in which the player takes place, 
as fn some instances, a substitute or even a 
player whose name {s on his team’s batting list

JOHN HAMMOND ROSE 
FROM STABLE BOY

London, August 18,—(Publishers’ Press Spe- 
cial.)—The probating of the will of the late 
John Hammond, who rose from a stable boy to 
be one of the richest turfmen in England, re- 
calls an interesting career in the racing world.

From this Mr. Hammond bufit up a great 
stable Hie horse 8t.

Gatien won the Caesarewitch. Another famous 
Hammond horse was Laureate II., whe won the 
Cambridgeshire and Royal Hunt Cup. Herminius 
of the Hammond stable, won the Ascot stakes, 
and the Manchester Cup.

NEW YORK CITY CARES DAILY

The care of ten thousand persons 

The care of ten thousand poor 
persons daily by the depart- 
ment of public charities in the 
city of New York is a task of stupeén- 
dous magnitude, calling for the annual 
expenditure of nearly three millions 
of dollars for running expenses, and a 
million and a half dollars for perma- 
nent improvements, the employment 
of over twenty-two hundred officers 
and employees, and the administration 
of upwards of twenty important insti- 
tutions and offices scattered through- 
out the city. 

In order to care for this large num-

ber of patients and inmates in hospi- | 


tals, homes for the aged and for chil- 
dren, as well as.in the municipal lodg- 
ing house, it is necessary to have well 
equipped bureaus for purchasing sup- 
plies, making contracts in accordance 
with which the supplies must be pur- 
chased, auditing accounts, as well] as 
efficient ey mney and mechanical 
bureaus to sé that the plant is kept 
running and in good order. 
transportation of patients and supplies 
not less than five steamboats, large an‘ 
small, are in daily service, while 

sixth is used exclusively for the trans 
oe of bodies of the deadg from 

i@ morgue and other points to the 
burial place at Hart's Island. 

The timstitutions under the charge 
of the department are five large hos- 
pitals, with capacities ranging from 
five hundred to fifteen hundred, in- 
cluding a tuberculosis infirmary with 
@ census exceeding eight hundred, 
two emergency hospitals, three homes 
for the aged, one of which has a ca- 
pacity of nearly three thousand, and 
a municipal lodging house etjuipped 
to care for nearly a thousand home- 
less men and women daily. Each 
hospital has its own staff of visiting 
@nd house physicians, and the four 
larger ones have well equipped and ef- 
ficient training schools for nurses con- 
nected with them. There are, in ad- 
dition, six departmegta! offices, in- 
cluding the Bureau of Dependent 
Adults and the Children’s Bureau in 
Manhattan, the Bureau of. Dependent 
Adults in the Borough of Richmond, ag 
well as three public morgues, two in 
Manhattan and one in Brooklyn. To 
investigate the cases of applicants for 
assistance, a large force of clerks and 
examiners is required at the various 
offices of the department and are kept 
continuously at work throughout the 
year. 

The appropriations for the support 
of the institutions are obtained 
through action by the Board of Es- 
timate and Apportionment and the 
Board of Aldermen, the estimates for 
which must be submitted nearly six 
months in advance of the first of the 
year during which the moneys are to 
be used, and nearly eighteen months 
in advance of the end of the fiscal 
year for which they are appropesiated, 
which makes it impogsstble to submit 
an absolutely correct estimate. The 
budget appropriations, particularly 
in the important matters of supplies, 
Salaries and wages, are always very 
much less than the estimate, and, in 
recent years, have been segregated in 
such a way as to produce a seeming 
maximum of entangling red tape re- 
quirements so often destructive off 
real progress in administration. For 
this reasop the head of the department 
may find nimself with a large increase 
in the c@nsus of the institutions, but 
hampered in such a way by the bud- 
gwetary les that he is unable to use 
accrued balances to provide nurses 
and attendants to care for such in- 
creas census of patients and inmates.

special revenue bonds through the 
Board of Aldermen and Board of Es- 
timate and Apportionment, which or- 
dinarly takes at least six weeks to ac- 
complish, and, in the meantime, -the 
employes, if hired at all, must be 
paid on vouchers from the supply ac- 
count, with all the consequent delay. 
During the course of the past vears 
a woman dying from leprosy in its 
last terrible stages, was brought to 
the department of public charities. 
It was necessary to employ two at- 
tendants for her care,. one by night, 
and one by day. The department was 
without means in its salaries and 
wages appropriation to extend its 
force of attendants, and it was with 
great difficulty that women could be 
secured and paid fer this emergency 
service. 

An administrator charged ith the re- 
sponsibility of the care of ten thou- 
Sand people daily. should not be re- 
quired to give so much of his time and 
thought to unwinding of red tape of 
this nature, but should be supplied 
with means to do the work properly 
and held responsible for his expend- 
itures. 

The proper care of ten thousand peo- 
Ple dally has long been greatly ham- 


itites in the city of New York by im- 
portant defects in the machinery of 
the department. One is caused by the 
inadequate facilities provided at ‘the 
hospitals and institutiong of the de- 
partment whereby, during a large part 
Of the year, there igs a great over- 
crowding of the wards. of such insti- 


tutions, Adequate and systematic pro- 


Vision has never been made to extend 
the facilities of the institutions to 
meet the pressing needs of the city. 
New York is growing at the rate of more 
than one hundred thousand in popula- 
tion annually, and, if but one-half 


of 1 per cent of this numer calls upon 


the public authorities for assfstance, 
which 
estimate, this alone requires an ex- 
tension of such facilities to care for at 
least five hundred additional] patients 
and ‘inmates: annually. This increased 
demand is almost as certain ag the 
rise and fal] of the tide in the harbor 
of the city, and until provision ts made 
to meet such increase in a satisfactory 
manner, overcrowding of the institu- 
tions, with all its hardships to the 
sick and suffering poor, must con- 
tinue. 

Another defect of administration 
arises from the attempt to employ 
suitable hospital helpers at ftnadequate 
wages, withtheresuit that there is a 
constant change in the ranks of the 
lower grade employees which is detri- 
mental] to discipline and destructive of 
efficient administration throughout the 
department. 

The department of public charities 
in the city of New York is required to 
meet greater burdens than are imposed 
upon any like department id the world. 
The only larger city, London, has, as 
a city, no public charity problems, the 
eare of the poor being delegated to 
thirty or more unions. each rv 'vmay, Ale 
own part of the city to look after 
York's congestion of population and 
volume of immigration exceed that of 
any other city. The commissioner in 
charge of the department should have 
ample funds and a comparatively free 
hand to develop the work under his 
care.

Novel Ruling Is Made in a 
Chicago Courrt---Chauf- 
feur Fined $100. 


Chicago, August 13.—Holding that 
a@ man who ran over a boy with an 
automobile should have been arrested 
on a charge of “assault with a deadly 
weapon” Municipal Judge | Gommell 
expressed regret that he could fine G. 
L. Hinder, a chauffeur, only $100. Otis 
C. Hoard, 12 years old, appeared in 
court speechless and paralyzed as the 
result of the accident. ‘ 

“There has been an inexcusable mis- 
take on the part of the police in your 
arrest,’’ said the judge. “You are 
charged with plain assault. The max- 
imum fine is $100. Your offense really 
is assault with a deadly weapon, car- 
rying a sentence of six months in the 
workhouse.”

'TRIED TO CASH BONDS 


AND WAS ARRESTED 
Highly Educated Russian Held 
by he Boston Au- 
thorities. 


Boston, August 13.—Andreu Reul- 
low, aged 26, apparently a highly edu- 
cated music teacher and writer is 
held by the federal authorities ero 
tonight because he tried to cash fifteen 
Russian government bonds which were 
identified as having been stolen from 
the subtreasury at Tiflis, Russia, in 
1907. The number of notes stolen was 
200, and their total value was about 
$50,000. Reullow was held in $10,000 
bail for a hearing on August 24, after 
a brief hearing today before United 
States Commissioner C, K. Darling. He 
said that the bonds were sent him by | 
mail from Germany, and that he did 
not steal them, and had no cause to 
believe that they had been stolen. 

It was his attempt to convert the 


securities into cash through M. A. Slo- | 


podkin, a Salem estreet exchange 
broker, that led to the discovery of 
the bonds by United States secret serv- 
ice officials -who traced them. Slobod- 
kin is under arrest charged with re- 
ceiving stolen goods. 

Reullow says he is a natiye of Riga, 
and received his education in Parts, 
Zurich and Italy, having left Russie 
in 1895. He claims to have lived in 
New York and Chicago’ before coming 
to Boston about a year ago. —
